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PETITION BY CITIZENS OF SOUTH OSSETIA AGAINST RE-ARMING 
OF GEORGIA BY THE UNITED STATES AND NATO 



WHEREAS United States Senator Richard Lugar has released a study that calls for the United 
States of America (USA) and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) to re-arm Georgia's 
military after it was destroyed in the wake of its illegal invasion of Ossetia in August of 2008; and 

WHEREAS Georgia's president, Mikheii Saakashvili, has already used military weapons and 
training supplied to his country by the USA and other nations to conduct illegal aggression 
against the civilian population of South Ossetia, including the August 2008 attack in which 
hundreds were killed or injured and thousands were left homeless and during which hospitals 
schools, roads, private homes, and other critical infrastructure in South Ossetia were destroyed 
as validated by a report of the Independent International Fact Finding Mission on the Conflict in ' 
oeorgia; and 

WHEREAS the citizens of South Ossetia fear that President Saakashvili in light of his past 
recklessness and erratic behavior, will again use any military weapons and training against us; 



WEREAS the citizens of South Ossetia are working to build a free and independent country 
secure from attack by its neighbors so that we can develop a nation that is a productive 
peaceful, and responsible member of the international community; 

THEREFORE, the undersigned citizens of South Ossetia, who are survivors of Georaia's illeaal 
attack on South Ossetia in August of 2008 or who are relatives of those killed or injured in the 
attack by weapons and as result of training supplied by the USA and other countries hereby 
request that the Government of the United States of America refrain from supplying additional 
military assistance to Georgia. We are convinced that providing President Saakashvili with 
further military hardware and training will increase the likelihood of conflict in this region rather 
than to promote peace and will, in reality, place the lives of South Ossetian citizens in jeopardy. 

FURTHER, we respectfully request that the appropriate committees of the United States 
Congress conduct thorough and objective hearings on how previous military weapons and 
raining supplied by the USA were used by President Saakashvili to launch an illegal attack on 
the civilians of South Ossetia and to consider the potential impacts of additional military support 
as well as investigate whether the $1 billion in aid distributed to Georgia since the war has 
reached the true victims of the fighting or has been misappropriated to benefit the Georgian 
government and its supporters. y
